tern part of the county was the road 
to Neillsville.

Maintenance Engineer appeared be- 
fore the people and 
explained 
the 


proposed new trunk line 
highways, 


the road to Neillsville was on the list 
of roads thru this part of the state, 
and was heartily supported -by sever- 
al who spoke on the matter.

way, but would give tourists an out- 
let into the Clark county country on 
a state highway.

Tracing the history of the consti- 


tutional government Mr. Rosenberry 
explained and pointed out how, for 
many years, the common law 
had 


emphasized the 
individual 
liberty. 


The rights of the individual are now 
giving way to the rights of a com- 
munity, or to the rights of the nation 
he stated. 'He traced the growth of 
individual business to the form of 
corporate business and told how the 
people at large now needed 
protec- 


tion against the powerful 
business 


organizations, combinations of which 
have grown 
to enornmous 
propor- 


tions. 
Mr. iRosenlserry explained 


how class legislation was being done 
away with and how the 
individual 


and class interests must continue to 
give way to common good.

prices of the fuel administration was 
completed at a conference of Dr. H. 
A. Garfield and railroad administra- 
tion officials. 
It was taken Immedi- 


ately to the White House for Presi- 
dent Wilson's signature. Dr. Grayson 
had given permission to put it before 
the president^ without delay. 


Washington, Oct. 31.—Seizure of 


coal now in transit was authorized by 
the railroad administration. 


Director General Hines announced 


that he had ordered all regional direct- 
ors of railroads to accumulate coal to 
meet the threatened crisis, purchasing 
the coal. If possible, but if necessary 
to hold coal now in transit. 


Production Has Been Heavy. 


The statement issued by Director 


General Hinos follows: 


"In order to interfere as little as 
pos- 


sible with the normal course of conl 
traffic, the railroad administration up 
to the present time has pcrmitetd coal 
to go to the designated consignees. 
Within the last two weeks, open top 
equipment hns boon diverted to coal 
loading I-, the exclusion of all other 
cla^ses-'of traffic, and the movement of 
cuch equipment has been expected so 
as to facilitate the maximum produc- 
tion of coal.

ally heavy coal production. 


To Hold Coal in Transit.

barn wants It designed so ,tlu\t It will 
make im attractive addition to his 
farm building group, and at the same 
time will provide a modern house for, 
his livestock—one In which (he anl- 
mills-will be healthy and productive— 
and n place wlioro he may store the 
supply of food that the occupants of 
Hie burn will consume 
during 
the 


months tlic^; aro not In the pasture. 


Tills Is especially true, of the burn 


I* designed si) that It drops down, 
leaving n generous. opening, through 
which half a load of hay can be swung 
without scraping the sides. The currier 
track extends well out from under the 
eavos, so that the buy may bo trans- 
ported to any part of the barn, The 
other feature Is the Implement and 
wagon short, or leanto at the rear of 
tho barn.

There are 
no animals on Iho farm that lire as 
grateful for a good homo as cows. 
They produce more milk nnd belter 
milk, and aro more healthy when they 
have a well-ventilated, weather-proof 
place In whlrh to llvo during tlio cold 
weather. Consequently, the most: suc- 
cessful dairy farmers 
are 
paying a 


whole lot of attention to the design 
of their cow barn, for they (1ml that 
good houses mean larger profits. 


However, tho farmer who does not 


specialize In dairy products docs not 
want, null her would It be good busi- 
ness for him to have, an expensive 
barn. But lie can hulld Ills small burn 
along,th^ same lines as tlio large dairy 
burns are constructed, and equip It so 
that the work of curing for the cows— 
ordinarily caller! chorus—will be done 
(Illicitly and easily. And ho can make 
that 
barn just as 
comfortable 
as 


lloor, whli'li can lie Unshed readily, 
helping In 1,-eep I hi' barn sanitary, and 
Hie door and bedding dry. Tlio lllter 
Is loaded Inio a nirrler, the mirk for 
which runs out to the manure pile in 
Iho rear, nnd dumped, without much 
labor Involved, My so placing I In; lllter 
alleys they are directly In front of the 
windows, so that the sun's rnys hit 
the Utter and help purify II.

Earl Lyannes. This couple

residents of Oneida 
county;

went to Bessemer, Mich., and woro 
united In marriage there 
without 


complying with the state law. 
Mr. 


Lyannos swore that he was twenty- 
one but, subsequently his wife learn- 
ed that he had sworn 
falsely 
and 


that he was not of ago. 
"On that 


ground and that the marriage was 
performed outside of the state, the 
wife started an action 
for divorce, 


The case was tried before Judge A, 
H.. Reid at Rhlnelander, who docid'od 
that the marriage was Illegal as ho 
deemed it not in accordance 
with 


the state law; while the age might 
affect Its legality, in his opinion tho 
fact that tho principals were resi- 
dents of the state and to go outside 
of its limits to be united in marriage 
without complying wlfyh tho state 
law was illegal. Further, the Judge 
said in his decision: 
"The statutes 


were intended to disable from mar- 
riage any permanent resident of this 
state afflicted with certain diseases. 
If this court Is not right in Us con- 
struction of the statute, then no In- 
habitant afflicted with this disease is 
prohibited from marriage. Ho may 
go across the state line, 
contract 


marriage, return Immediately to this 
state, and snap his fingers at tho au- 
thorities. I cannot subscribe to a 
construction of. our statutes

would permit that, unless tho terms

miners both have a keener understanding of the 
dangers of coal dust and have learned how to com- 
bat them. 


"In the mining industry a human life is much 


more valuable than ever before, and I believe 
that can be said of all the industries. This is seen 
In the great advances in safety work, the millions 
of dollars spent in safety devices and the humani- 
tarian work of the different state compensation 
commissions.

Washington.— The 
United

War Made the Merchant Marine. 
Development in shipbuilding in this 


country has already progressed enough 
to warrant the statement that foreign 
trade is no longer a question of ships. 


-When the United States entered the 


war in April. 1917, the country, as al- 
niost everybody knows, was without a 
merchant marine 
worth 
mentioning. 


Since the war hezan the government 
has launched l,4i)S ships of r,.40C.03S 
gross tonnage. 
Keels for 
2D!> addi- 


tional ships have been laid and many 
of these vessels are almost ready to 
be launched. Of the government ships- 
launched ],O04 were built of steel. 443 
of wood and 
1'3 'were of composite 


build. Every one is a large modern 
freight carrier. 


The government since the beginning 


of the war has also come into posses- 
sion of 11 large number of ships, some 
freight and some passenger, through 
purchase. 
It is also the possessor ot 


the German owned ships that were 
interned in harbors in this country 
when we entered the war. 
A few ot 


these German ships mny go to other 
countries in the final distribution, but 
most of them will continue to sail un- 
der the American flag. 
The govern- 


ment is not operating all the ships it 
has built or has bought since the war 
began. 
A good many have passed to 


private ownership. 
It has been the 


policy, however, to insist that all ves- 
sels disposed of by sale shall remain 
under the American flag. 


All to Be Privately Owned. 


Congress, it is assumed, will in 6*ne 


time authorize the shipping board to 
sell all government-owned ships. 
The 


board some time ago 
recommended 


private ownership and operation as a 
fundamental 
policy 
for 
commercial 


shipping. 
In its report to congress it 


advocated legislation which would au- 
thorize the government to retire from 
commercial shipbuilding, ship owning 
hud ship operating activities "at the 
earliest date which may be convenient 
and practical." 
Thus far congress has 


not taken up the subject but It plans 
to do so at the next session. 
New 


companies for the operation of ships 
are 
being 
organized 
nearly 
every 


week. 
The ships that are now being 


sold by the shipping board are as a 
rule passing into the hands of these 
companies. 


The problem of obtaining men to op- 


erate American built ships is being 
solved. 
Some months ago the govern- 


ment through the shipping board of- 
fered some unusual inducements in or- 
der to interest young men in the sen 
life. For one thing it established here 
a supercargo school in which a large 
number of young men were trained In 
the business of taking charge of the 
cargo of an»onenn freight carrier. 
The 


young men "trained in this school, and 
who had never had any particular ex- 
perience at -sea. are now making regu- 


•whcther it will be finally disposed of 
before next spring. 


The plan of the senate committee on 


interstate commerce is to he ready to 
report a railroad return bill as soon as 
the treaty is out of the way. This may 
mean that a bill will be submitted lo 
the senate by the lirst of next month, 
but -senators as a rule are not very 
sanguine that such good progress can 
be made with the treaty. 
Unless the 


house committee on interstate and for- 
eign commerce shall change its mind 
it will report its conception of what 
railroad legislation should be before 
the end of this month. 
Then if the 


hopes of the house leaders are real- 
ized the house will take a recess until 
about the middle of November. 


Each House Has Railroad Bill. 


Tills would mean that so far as the 


house is concerned, railroad legislation 
would not receive much, if any, atten- 
tion before the opening of the regular 
session on the first Monday in Decem- 
ber. 
To a considerable extent the 


senate committee on interstate com- 
merce and the house committee on In- 
terstate and foreign commerce are 
working along the same lines in pre- 
pariug railroad legislation, but it is 
foreseen that each brunch of the legis- 
lative body will pass its own bill and 
that the responsibility for perfecting 
the legislation will eventually huve to 
be assumed by a conference commit- 
tee representing the two houses. 


The only thing 
definitely 
settled 


about railroad k-glslatiou at this time 
Is that it will not provide for govern- 
ment ownership. 
The roads will go 


back to their owners for private man- 
agement under stricter federal restric- 
tions than existed prior to the war, 
but the precise nature of these restric- 
tions remains to be determined. 


It is not the first time congress has 


been confronted with a demand for 
legislation creating a federal budget 
system, 
but there is au 
Insistence 


about the demand this time that was 
never noticeable before. 
The subject 


! has recently been taken up in both 


senate and house in committee. 
The 


leaders in congress realize that if the 
new system is to be introduced the 
necessary legislation should be 
en- 


acted as soon as possible. 
Under ex- 


isting law it will be necessary for the 
secretary of the treasury to submit the 
estimates for government expenditures 
for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 
1020, to congress when it meets In 
regular session in December. 
So if 


the government is to get the benefit of 
the budget system in 1020 the system 
must be provided between now and 
the first Monday in December.

Two Problems for Congress.

(Inding time to give some thought to 
two subjects 
in particular, railroad 


legislation and a budget system forjthe 
government. 
In 
committee In both 


senate and house some real progress Is 
now being made wllh the framing of 
legislation under which the railroads 
will be returned to their owners. But 
It Is doubtful, say the men who are en- 
gaged In formulating this legislation, 


whether It will bo finally disposed of 
before next spring. 


The plan or tfio senate committee on 


Interstate commerce Is to be ready to 
report a railroad return bill an soon us 
the treaty Is out of the way, This may 
Oicun that u bill will be submitted to 
the senate by the llrst of next month, 
but .senators us a rule are not very 
sanguine that such good progress, can 
be made with the treaty. Unless the 
house committee on Interstate and for- 
eign commerce .shall change Its mind 
It will report Its conception of what 
railroad legislation should bo before 
the end of this month. 
Then if the 


hopes of the .house lenders nre real- 
ised the house will tuUo a recess until 
about the middle of. November. 


Each House Has Railroad Bill. 


This would mean that so far as the 


house Is concerned, railroad legislation 
would not receive much, 1C nny, atten- 
tion before I he opening of. the regular 
session on l.he first Monday In Decem- 
ber. 
To a considerable extent the 


senate committee on Interstate com- 
merce and the house committee on In- 
terstate and foreign commerce are 
working along the same Hues In pre- 
paring railroad legislation, but It Is 
foreseen that each branch ot the legis- 
lative body will puss Its own bill and 
(hat the responsibility for perfecting 
the legislation will eventually have to 
be assumed by a conference commit- 
tee representing the two houses. 


The only thing dcllnltely settled 


about railroad legislation at this tlmo 
Is that It will not provide for govern- 
ment ownership. The roads will go 
back to their owners for private man- 
agement under strlcler federal restric- 
tions than existed prior to the wur, 
hut: the precise nalure of these restric- 
tions remains to be determined. 


H Is not the llrst time congress has 


been confronted wllh a demand for 
legislation creating n federal budget 
system, but there Is an 
Insistence 


about (he demand this time that was 
never noticeable before. The subject 
bus recently been taken up In both 
senate and house In committee. The 
leaders in congress realize that 1C the 
new system Is to he Introduced the 
necessary legislation 
should be en- 


acted as soon as possible. Under ex- 
isting law II: will be necessary for Iho 
secretary of the treasury to submit the 
estimates for government expenditures 
for Iho fiscal year beginning July 1, 
.1020, to congress when It meets In 
regular session 
In December.
